IV. The election of a species in case no generic claim is found 
to be allowable.

group; wherein aryl and heteroaryl rings may be monocyclic or bicylic 
optionally containing 1-5 heteroatoms and wherein said ring may be 
saturated or unsaturated, and such rings may optionally be substituted by 
one or more substituent R c ; with the proviso that when Y 3 or Y 4 is H, Y 5 
may be C or N, otherwise Y 5 is C; 

IV. the species of Example 1 14:

Changed to be dependent on claim 74, non-elected subject matter 
has been removed (A 1 =pyridine structure). 

In claims 9-14: Deleted. 

In claim 15: now claim 76: 
Changed to be dependent on claim 71, non-elected subject matter 
has been removed 

In claim 16: now claim 77: 
Changed to be dependent on claim 71. 

In claim 17: now claim 78: 
Changed to be dependent on claim 76. 

In claim 18: now claim 79: 
Changed to be dependent on claim 71. 

In claim 19: now claim 80: 
Changed to be dependent on claim 76. 
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In claim 20: now claim 81: 

Changed to be dependent on claim 71. 

In claim 21: now claim 82: 
Changed to be dependent on claim 76. 

In claim 22-65: now claims 83-84: 

Changed to be dependent on claim 81 and 82, respectively, 
incorporates the avb3 conditions of claims 22-65, as supported by 
page 6 of the specification.
